THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee in the County of Sul- 
livan in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall in said Suna- 
pee on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose 1 Selectman for 3 years, 1 Selectman 
for 1 year, and all other necessary Town Officers for the Year 
ensuing. 


Article 2. To hear the reports of Selectmen, Treasurer, Aud- 
itors, and committees, or other officers heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise $5,000.00 
to pay Highway Equipment Note and $2,500.00 on New Fire Sta- 
tion Note, and $700.00 for interest on its Notes, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3,400.00 for 
Town Officers Salaries, $2,000.00 for Town Officers Expenses, 
$250.00 for Election and Registration, $150.00 for Municipal 
Court, $800.00 for Repairs and Expenses of Town Property, 
$3,000.00 for Police Department, $40.00 for Vital Statistics, 
$5,000.00 for the Fire Department, $200.00 for Health Depart- 
ment, $2,000.00 for the District Nurse Association, and- pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise $16,300.00 
for Highway Summer Maintenance, $250.00 for the Town Dump, 
$11,000.00 for Highway Winter Maintenance, $6,000.00 for Road 
Oil, $3,000.00 for Machinery Maintenance, $4,000.00 for Street 
Lights, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise $700.00 for 
the Library, $4,000.00 for Town Poor and Old Age Assistance, 
$1,200.00 for the care of its Cemeteries, $7,000.00 for the Water 
Department (including Debt and Interest), and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise $150.00 for the 
Dartmouth—Lake Sunapee Region, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 
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Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise $400.00 for 
White Pine Blister Rust, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will instruct its Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes for the years 1953 and 1 10a 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise $2,000.00 
to continue work on the Play Ground, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $800.00 for Band Concerts at George’s Mills 
and Sunapee Harbor during July and August, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,200.00 
for the Collection of Garbage for the entire year, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 for the observance of Memorial Day, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise $600.00 to 
maintain the Information Booth, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise $500.00 to 
repair Side Walks, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise $5,000.00 
to purchase a new Fire Truck, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to accept and lay out 
as a public highway the road which begins on the easterly side 
of Job’s Creek Road at the entrance to Fernwood, so-called, 
thence runs easterly and southerly to the property of Mary C. 
Coonley at Fernwood Point, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 18. To transact any other business that legally may 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING 
NEEDS COMMITTEE 


The School Building Needs Committee has met with the School 
Board, the Superintendent of Schools, and the Principal, five 
times since the School District Meeting on March 11, 1952. At 
four of these meetings, April 17, June 16, November 17 and De- 
cember 29, Mr. Granger and Mr. Barrett from the firm of Alfred 
T. Granger Associates, Hanover, New Hampshire, were present. 


Plans have been outlined for the addition of two modern class- 
rooms and a cafeteria. Preliminary plans for the addition of these 
units to the present school building have been reviewed. Plans 
for repairs and improvements to the basement of the present 
building have been drawn up. Complete plans for two new class- 
rooms, kitchen, supply room and cafeteria for the Hot Lunch 
Program, have been accepted by the Committee. Final plans are 
‘to be ready by February 18, 1953. Contractors bids are to be 
received by the Chairman of the School Board by March 3, 1953. 


The following improvements to the present school building 
have been completed: 


(1) New lighting system installed throughout entire building. 


(2) Installation of an oil-burning boiler and the addition of a 
zoning system to the heating plant of the present school 
building.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Sunapee: 
I submit herewith my fifth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 
ENROLLMENT : 
The enrollment for the school year, 1952—53 is 193 divided as 
follows: 
Elementary Grades (1-8) 140 
Senior High (9-12) 53 
We are continuing the same set-up of last year where five 
teachers handle the pupils in grades 1-7. Grade 8 comes under 
the high school unit and is handled by the senior high staff. Ie 
is still necessary, under our present organization, to use Room 
X, in the basement, as a classroom. 
SCHOOL PLANT 
The maintenance program has been much greater than usual 
during the past year. Major items include: 
A new tar and gravel roof. 
New fluorescent lights throughout the building. (These have 
provided a great improvement and have caused much favorable 
comment, including that of the Inspector for the State Board 
of Health. 
New No. 5 fuel oil-burning steel boiler. (The size of the boiler 
has been figured to include the capacity for heating the pro- 
posed classroom: and cafeteria addition.) 
Unit heaters in the Auditorium and in the Shops. 
Zone controls so that the temperature of the building can be 
kept more uniform - making for greater comfort and economy. 
The stage curtains were cleaned and fire-proofed. 
The Commercial Room, Teachers’ Room and Library were 
painted. 
Several rooms at the Principal’s house were painted and pa- 
pered. 
A new drinking fountain was installed in the first floor corridor. 
BUILDING PLANS 
Pursuant to the vote of the 1952 Annual Meeting, the School | 
Board entered into an agreement with the architectural firm of 
Alfred T. Granger Associates of Hanover, N. H. This firm has 
prepared plans and specifications calling for an addition to the 
building, providing for a cafeteria on the basement level and 
two classrooms above on the first floor level. The plans also 
provide for renovation of the toilet areas and a better arrangement 
for locker and shower room facilities. 
The necessary articles to carry out this project are inserted 
in the warrant. Favorable action would serve to eliminate several 
undesirable features of the present school plant.

The proposed cafeteria would do away with the use of the 
Home Economics Laboratory and Auditorium as the places of 
preparation and serving of the Hot Lunch Program. The two ad- 
ditional classrooms would be used for elementary grades. One 
new room would take the place of the present Room X, in the 
basement. Moving one elementary unit to the new addition would 
free the present room for use by the high school. This would re- 
duce the present high school congestion and make it possible 
to cut down On the number of students now being forced to study 
in the rear of rooms where a regular class is being conducted. 

This building program should serve to satisfy the major needs 
of the Sunapee Schools in the forseeable future. 

SCHOOL BOARD ACTIONS 

Public liability insurance, with $10,000 and $20,000 Se 
was placed on the building. 

Overnight class trips are to be discontinued beginning with 
the Class of 1957. It is expected that some other Senior activity 
will take the place of this project. 

NEW EQUIPMENT 
_ The major items of new equipment include: 
10 desk and chair units—placed in the Commercial Room. 
An electric mixer for Home Economics. 
Four CO, Fire Extinguishers. 
An 18 cubic foot Freezer — this unit was donated by the Sun- 
-apee Women’s Club for the Hot Lunch Program. This piece 
of equipment was greatly needed. We are very grateful to the 
members of the Women’s Club for their generosity. 


CONCLUSION 
The work of the school touches many phases of community 
activity. It is my hope that our accomplishments will be such as 
to merit the continued interest and generous support of the cit- 
izens of Sunapee.

The Noon Lunch Program is finding ever increasing favor 
among the pupils of the school. An average of about 125 meals 
per day is served during the winter months, severely taxing our 
limited space and equipment which was not designed for this 
purpose. In my opinion, a cafeteria and kitchen for this program 
should definitely be considered. 

At the beginning of this school year it was necessary to take 
one of the second floor classrooms for use by the sixth and 
seventh grades. In doing this, we have overcrowded our high 
school rooms to the extent where good working conditions are 
not always available. 

I wish to thank the Townspeople of Sunapee for the cooper- 
ation received in my first year as Principal and extend to them 
a cordial welcome to, at any time, visit their school.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School District of Sunapee qualified 
to vote in District Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the I. O. O. F. Hall in said 
District on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, 1953, at one-thirty 
o’clock in the afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


Article 4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To choose one or more Auditors and such other 
Officers and Agents as the voters may judge necessary. 


Article 6. To hear and act upon the reports of the School Board, 
Treasurers, Auditors, and Committees heretofore chosen. 


Article 7. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $65,467.75, as recommended by the School Board_in its 
annual report, for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
district officers, and for the payment of the statutory obligations 
_of the district; and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state equalization fund together with other income estimated 
at $1,908.00, the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 


Article 8. To see if the District will vote to construct and 
equip with adequate facilities, an addition to the Central School 
Building, and to remodel, alter and make improvements to the 
existing Central School Building; and authorize the School Board 
to make, execute and deliver any and all agreements and con- 
tracts incident thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) for the 
purpose of paying for the constructing and equipping with ad- 
equate facilities, an addition to the Central School Building, 
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and for the remodeling, altering and making improvements to the 
existing Central School Building; and to provide such funds, 
authorize the School Board to issue serial notes or bonds in the 
name of and on the credit of the District, in accordance with 
Chapter 72 of the Revised Laws of New Hampshire and any 
amendments thereto; and authorize the School Board to determine 
the time and place of payment of the principal and interest, the 
rate of interest and all other matters in connection with the fi- 
nancing of this project. 


Article 10. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Six Hundred Seventy-Five Dollars ($675.00) 
for the first six months interest on any notes or bonds which 
may be authorized under Article 9. 


Article 11. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 


School Board to appoint a building committee of not more than 
three persons to advise the School Board in the construction of 


said building project. 


Article 12. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
